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Derelict rail station 


could be 



A NEW railway station 
could be built in Ely. 

Planners and transport 
chiefs are looking at the 
option of reviving the 
derelict Chettisham stat¬ 
ion, just north of Ely, on 
the Ely to Peterborough 
line. 

With thousands of homes due 
to be built to the north of Ely 
over the next 20 years, champions 
of the rail scheme believe it could 
prevent gridlock in the city as 
commuters drive to Ely railway 
station. 

Ely is set to grow from its curr¬ 
ent population of 17,500 to 28,000,

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with large eco-towns, such as the 
4,000-home Mereham project, also 
under consideration. 

Planners need to prevent fur¬ 
ther problems on the region’s 
already congested roads. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s strategic development 
committee, welcomed the station 
scheme. 

He said: “It is very much a long¬ 
term aspiration, but if Ely 
expanded in line with the master¬ 
plan’s expectations then it’s 
certainly something we would 
have to talk about. 


“With these new houses and a 
population of 26,000-28,000, we 
might think about a new station. 

“It all depends on the nature of 
the station and whether Network 
Rail would be willing to allow 
another stop on the line. 

“We should certainly safeguard 
land around the line to ensure it 
remains a possibility in the 
future.” 

The Chettisham station was 
closed in the sweeping Dr Beech¬ 
ing reforms of the 1960s, which 
led to the closure of thousands of 
small rural stations. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of 
the council’s Liberal Democrat 
group, also supported the move. 

He said: “It seems like a really 


good idea. Parking is already 
quite limited near the station. 

“With new people wanting to 
use the railway, it would be great 
if they could use Ely North 
station and avoid heading into the 
city centre. 

“People could also leave their 
cars at home and go directly to 
the station.” 

A spokesman for Network Rail 
said: “We consider all proposals 
for new stations on a case-by-case 
basis. 

“We would work closely with 
the local council to investigate 
the circumstances of the request 
and evaluate the need for the 
station before making any dec¬ 
isions.”

Couple win damages over ‘money pit’ house 


A COUPLE who said council 
negligence turned their home 
into a damp-infested “money 
pit” have settled their damages 
claim for a six-figure sum. 

William and Lynda Scott 
claimed at the High Court their 
home is unmortgageable and 
unsellable after Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council raised 
the level of a nearby road. 


They said this led to their 
home in Doddington Road, 
Wimblington, being blighted by 
damp and flooding. Neighbours 
described it as “the house in 
the hole”. 

The Scotts claimed they have 
been forced to bring up their 
children in uncomfortable, 
unhealthy and hazardous con¬ 
ditions. They sued the council 


which had adopted the road as 
a public highway in 1998. 

The council admitted both 
negligence and “nuisance” but 
had hotly disputed the amount 
of the couple’s pay-out. 

But last Tuesday, on the 
second day of the High Court 
hearing, the council agreed to 
pay the Scotts £210,000 agreed 
damages to settle their claim. 


Judge John Leighton 
Williams said: “I am very 
pleased you have been able to 
come to terms. 

“It is so much more satis¬ 
factory for parties that matters 
are agreed amicably, partic¬ 
ularly with a long-running 
saga.” 

The council also agreed to 
pay the action’s legal costs.

Recognition for volunteer lifesavers 


VOLUNTEER medics have been 
honoured for using their life-saving 
skills. 

The five Magpas volunteer medics 
were presented with an award by 
South East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice for helping 142 patients in 
Soham last year - including several 
life-saving emergency calls. 

One critical call saw medics give 
oxygen to a 33-year-old woman who 
was having an asthma attack triggered 
by smoke from Bonfire Night fireworks. 
Other vital visits in 2007 included: 

■ Helping a 14-year-old boy who had 
been knocked unconscious in a traffic 
accident 

■ Assisting an elderly man who had 
stopped breathing after he collapsed 
on his bedroom floor 

■ Reviving a diabetic who had lapsed 
into a coma 


■ Attending a late-night call to help a 
suspected heart attack victim 

■ Helping an elderly woman who had 
collapsed in her kitchen and stopped 
breathing. 

In the Magpas First Responders 
scheme, volunteer medics attend 
certain emergency calls in their 
community and give medical help until 
an ambulance arrives. 

Volunteer medic Jacqueline Whipp, 
50, from Soham, a 
businesswoman, said: “We have an 
ambulance in Ely, but if that is on- 
call or ferrying a patient to 
Addenbrooke’s, then it’s a 45- 
minute round-trip for them. 

“In an emergency situation, every 
second counts, so this service is vital 
for rural towns such as Soham.” 

She added: “Trying to cover the town 
for 365 days a year with just five 


people is difficult, but it’s incredibly 
rewarding to help people.” 

Another Magpas volunteer is 
Jacqueline’s husband, Chris, 52, who 
was better known as the town’s vet 
for 17 years. 

He said: “Some people do a double- 
take when I turn up and wonder if 
they’ve called the right people. 

“But because I know a lot of people in 
Soham, I already have their trust and 
often it’s all about removing the stress 
from the situation.” 

Mr Paice said: “There are no words to 
describe the importance of saving 
someone’s life. 

“Every second counts in an 
emergency situation and I’m delighted 
to recognise their success in helping 
to save lives.”

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Fortnightly bin collection ‘would aid recycling’ 


WEEKLY bin services must be scrapped 
to prevent a council from lagging behind 
with its recycling rates, according to a 
senior councillor. 

Councillor Gareth Wilson, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
Liberal Democrat group, is calling for 
an end to weekly rubbish collections 
because he believes the district is not 
doing enough to encourage recycling. 

He is asking the ruling Conservative 
group to consider the fortnightly 
collection system which has been rolled 
out across the rest of Cambridgeshire. 

This has brought an increase in 
recycling rates to more than 50 per cent, 


while East Cambridgeshire’s rates 
remain significantly lower at 38 per 
cent. The national average is 27 per 
cent. 

Cllr Wilson said: “Our district is not 
pulling its weight when it comes to 
helping the environment. We will avoid 
the punitive landfill fines faced by other 
councils who fail to hit sufficient 
recycling rates because other areas in 
Cambridgeshire will make up the 
difference. 

“We are constantly told how 
unpopular alternate week collections 
are, but I don’t agree. When we tried a 
pilot scheme in Witchford, people were 


very happy with it and our recycling 
rates shot up to 77 per cent. 

“I believe people actually want to do 
their bit to help the environment and 
the council needs to help them by 
showing some courage on this issue.” 

But council bosses have ruled out the 
move on the grounds that it would be 
unpopular with residents. They say the 
introduction of kerbside collections of 
plastic bottles on April 1 will help boost 
recycling rates towards the county 
average. 

Cllr John Seaman, chairman of the 
environment and transport committee, 
said: “I’ve had many letters on this 


subject supporting our stance on weekly 
collections.” 

The decision to stick with weekly 
collections was made at a secret 
council meeting in July 2007, with the 
public and the Weekly News excluded. 
The council said this was because of 
“commercial confidentiality” in 
awarding the new waste contract. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of the 
Lib Dem group, called the decision to 
stick with weekly collections a U-turn, 
coming as it did after the council had 
boasted of the recycling rates achieved 
by a trial fortnightly scheme in 
Witchford.

Plea for action 


on danger roads

THE death of a nine-year- 
old girl has sparked fresh 
calls for more safety 
measures on Fenland’s 
dangerous roads. 

Charlotte Walker, of March 
Road, Tipps End, Welney, was 
trapped under water for more 
than 20 minutes after the Citroen 
Picasso she was in plunged into a 
water-filled ditch on the B1098 at 
Sixteen Foot Bank between 
March and Littleport last 
Wednesday 

A team from Magpas was 
flown to the scene and she was 
taken to Peterborough District 
Hospital but did not survive. Her 
43-year-old mother was treated 
for minor injuries. 

In a statement, Charlotte’s 
father Andrew said: “We are 
deeply upset and it will take a 
long time coming to terms with 
what’s happened. 

“Charlotte meant the world to 
us and we will miss her greatly I 
would like to thank everybody at 
the scene who tried to help.” 

The tragedy again highlighted 
Fenland’s accident blackspots. 

Dean Hawes, 27, and his seven- 
year-old son Jordan died when 
their car plunged into water next 
to the road near Ramsey Forty 
Foot on December 20,2005. 

The road has claimed 12 lives

in just five years. Ramsey town 
councillor Ray Powell has 
collected a 1,600-name petition in 
support of the safety improve¬ 
ments. 

He said: “I feel totally devast¬ 
ated by the tragic death of this 
young girl. The situation is 
exactly the same at Forty Foot 
Bank. Something has to be done 
about these Fen roads. If we can’t 
educate people about the danger 
then we have to close them. 

“That child is an innocent who 
should never have died. We have 
to do something before another 
tragedy. I feel devastated for the 
family” 

He wants a £300,000 road safety 
plan, including average speed 
cameras, to be brought forward 
from the 2008/09 financial year. 


The cameras will replace mobile 
speed traps now in use along the 
Forty Foot. 

Chatteris town councillor 
Chris Howes, who also collected 
names for the safety petition, 
was “deeply saddened” by 
Charlotte’s death. 

He said: “Enough people have 
died. The margin of error on 
these roads is tiny If you sneeze 
you can go off the road and if 
you have children in the car and, 
say, an animal runs in front of 
you, the consequences can be 
tragic.” 

The deaths of Dean and 
Jordan Hawes, of Gulf Way, 
Chatteris, were followed six 
weeks later by a fatal crash 
involving a car carrying 
Portuguese factory workers. Jose 
Marmeleira, Cidalina De 
Oliveira and Carlos Condeco 
drowned on February 1,2006. 

Their car clipped an oncoming 
vehicle and plunged into the 
river. Mr Marmeleira’s 19-year- 
old son Miguel managed to swim 
to safety 

Tom Jones, 17, died when he 
was knocked into the Forty Foot 
Drain on April 28,2005. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to last Wednesday’s 
accident - they believe another 
car was travelling in the opposite 
direction at the time.

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Lib-Dem move on 
gallery ‘a stunt’ 


TORIES have branded 
a last-minute bid to 
save the Babylon 
Gallery a “publicity 
stunt”. 

The criticism follow an 
llth-hour motion by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s Liberal Democrat 
group to reduce budget cuts 
to Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC) to 
just £35,000 instead of the 
full £70,000 reduction. 

Opposition councillors 
claimed the move could 
have saved the gallery, 
which has attracted more 
than 25,000 visitors a year. 

But the move was defeat¬ 
ed by the ruling Tory 
administration and the 
riverside gallery will now 
close on June 29. 

Cllr Bill Hunt claimed the 
amendment by Cllr Gareth 
Wilson was nothing more 
than a “cheap publicity 
stunt”. He said the Lib-Dem 
councillors, including Mr 
Wilson’s wife Pauline and 
Cllr Sheila Friend-Smith, 
could have saved the gallery 
by backing a motion at the 
council’s community 
services meeting in Dec¬ 
ember which called for 
budgets cuts of only £50,000. 

The motion by Cllr 
Derrick Beckett was 
defeated by five votes to four

because the Lib-Dem vote 
was split. 

Cllr Hunt, who is also a 
county councillor for 
Haddenham, said: “It’s 
disgraceful that the Lib- 
Dems are claiming they 
wanted to save the gallery. 
When they had the chance 
to vote to reduce the cuts, 
they refused to back Cllr 
Beckett’s motion. 

“When the ink is still wet 
on these things, they can be 
changed. But once it goes 
beyond committee stage, it’s 
much more difficult. 

“These decisions can only 
be called in if there has 
been some corruption or the 
process is clearly wrong or 
undemocratic. This is 
certainly not the case here, 
so there is no reason it 
should reversed. 

“It was cheap party 
politics, with no chance of 
success. It was nothing 
more than a publicity 
stunt.” 

Cllr Gareth Wilson 
rejected the claim, saying: 
“There was every chance of 
stopping these cuts at the 
full council meeting - it’s 
where decisions are agreed 
in councils every week in 
Britain. 

“I don’t accept we’ve been 


inconsistent on this issue, 
either. We did not go along 
with the initial vote because 
there had not been any 
discussions with ADeC 
about which services would 
be cut. 

“We still believe we 
should defend our existing 
services, rather than put 
£150,000 aside for a vague 
plan about a leisure centre 
at some point in the future” 

Lib-Dem deputy leader 
Cllr Ian Allen added: “We 
are not the bad guys here. 
We did everything we could 
to get the ADeC budget cuts 
reduced and have them 
spread over a longer time 
period. 

“The Liberal Democrat 
members did not vote for 
Cllr Beckett’s motion 
because it would have still 
been a £50,000 cut.” 

The row came as the 
council’s new arts policy 
was announced. This will 
focus on Ely’s Maltings 
cinema and on giving more 
support to voluntary arts 
groups. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the commun¬ 
ity services committee, said: 
“By supporting voluntary 
groups to engage with both 
young and old, we can 
create an arts service that is 
sustainable and that we can 
all be proud of.”

Boat Race founders honoured 


A PLAQUE commemorating 
the founders of the Oxford- 
Cambridge University Boat 
Race has been installed on 
Ely’s riverside. 

The plaque in Jubilee 
Gardens pays tribute to 
Charles Merivale, a student 
at St John’s College, 
Cambridge, who challenged 
his old school friend Charles 
Wordsworth, who was at 
Oxford, to a rowing race. 

The two Harrow Old Boys 
rowed in the inaugural race in 
1829 before achieving high 
office in the Church of 
England. Merivale became 
Dean of Ely Cathedral from 
1869 to 1893, while 
Wordsworth - nephew of the 
poet William Wordsworth - 
later became Bishop of St 
Andrew’s. 

The plaque by Cambridge 
stonemasons Ivett and Reed 


will be formally unveiled on 
March 8, the bicentenary of 
Merivale’s birth. A day of 
celebrations will include a 
recreation of the first Boat 
Race using replicas of the 
1829 “gig” boats, with 
descendants of the two 
founders rowing against each 
other. 

Event organiser Jack Waterf¬ 
all, who is chairman of the 
Boat Race Founders’ Society, 
said: “Today’s Boat Race is 
watched by millions of people 
across the world, so it’s right 
to honour the two men who 
started it all. 

“Merivale has quite an 
impressive CV - he was once 
speaker of the House of 
Commons - but he has never 
been honoured properly for 
his most lasting achievement, 
the Boat Race. The race still 
captures the imagination, 


mainly because it’s the one 
of the only amateur 
competitions, where money 
plays no part.” 

He added: “We’ve been 
putting the celebration day 
together for almost six years 
and we have people from all 
over Britain in Ely for the 
races.” 

The day’s main race on the 
Great Ouse will begin at the 
Ely railway bridge at 1.30pm. 
The gigs will then make their 
way to Jubilee Gardens for 
the unveiling of the plaque at 
2.30pm. There will also be an 
exhibition in Ely Cathedral, 
which will move to the Tithe 
Barn at Oliver Cromwell’s 
House, then to Ely Museum. 
The inaugural meeting of the 
Boat Race Founders’ Society 
will be held in the cathedral 
at 4.45pm, followed by a 
special Evensong at 5.30pm.

‘gross hypocrisy’ 


A LEADING opponent of 
the Mereham new town is 
incensed after planning 
supremo Hazel Blears 
wrote a letter calling on 
councillors to listen more 
to local people. 

Cllr Bill Hunt said he was 
astonished to read the letter by 
the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Govern¬ 
ment, in which she outlined 
plans to “place a duty on local 
authorities to respond construct¬ 
ively to the petitions they receive 
from local people.” 

The proposals could force local 
government to take into serious 
consideration petitions of just 
250 signatures. 

But the Government has 
already ignored a 6,100-name 
petition and referred the 
decision to a public inquiry with 
Ms Blears due to make the final 
decision in August. 

Cllr Hunt, who represents 
Stretham on East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and 
Haddenham on Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “She is

people because they understand 
the issues. But every part of local 
democracy is against this plan - 
from people on the street, to the 
parish, town, district and county 
council, and the local MP. 

“One hundred per cent of the 
local democratically elected 
government structure shouts ‘No 
to Mereham’. 

“So why has she wasted 
months, not to mention 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, on this public inquiry? 

“It is clear people don’t want it 
because it would be an absolute 
disaster for the area. 

“If she ignores us, it will be 
gross hypocrisy to then tell 
councillors they need to listen to 
the people.” 

The letter from Ms Blears 
explains the Government’s 
Action Plan for Community 
Empowerment, which will help 
“give people a real say over their 
neighbourhood.” 

It reads: “It’s often local people 
themselves who best understand 
the problem and come up with 


the best solutions. 

“We in the UK are some of 
Europe’s biggest petition writers. 
People use petitions as a way to 
raise local issues they really care 
about. 

“But I want everyone, no 
matter where they live, to have 
the confidence of knowing that 
their concerns will be taken 
seriously” 

The 5,100 home eco-town is 
currently being considered by an 
independent planning inspector, 
who will submit his report to Ms 
Blears on June 2. 

The scheme has already been 
rejected as unsustainable by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
in January 2006 after it heard of 
congestion and safety worries for 
the A10, but the developers 
Multiplex appealed. 

Defending the Government 
proposals, a spokesman said: 
“Currently there is no require¬ 
ment for councils to respond to 
petitions, no matter how many 
people sign up. 

“But under these proposals, 
councils would be legally 
required to respond to any 
petition gaining significant local 
support.”

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Primary school set 
to double in size

A PRIMARY school will 
double in size after a 
£2.5million building 
scheme was given the go- 
ahead. 

The Lantern Primary School 
in Ely will increase from 210 to 
420 pupils by 2014 after 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet approved the 
expansion plans on Monday 

It will see the school’s intake 
jump from 30 to 60 pupils a year 
by 2010, with work on the new 
classrooms starting in Septem¬ 
ber 

The news comes after a 
shortage of places at Ely’s four 
primary schools, with the num¬ 
ber of children starting recep¬ 
tion exceeding the 180 places 
available for the past two years. 

Last year, 199 pupils started 
at the city’s Lantern, Spring 
Meadow, St Mary’s and St 
John’s primary schools. 

New schools may still be 
needed to cope with more fam¬ 
ilies in a rapidly-growing Ely, 
which is set to swell from 
17,5000 to 28,000 in the next 20 
years.

Jan Cobley, headteacher at 
the Lantern, said: “We are very 
pleased that these plans are 
going ahead. 

“It seems to make sense 
when there are growing num¬ 
bers of children in our catch¬ 
ment area. It will see us get a 
Year 5 next year and a Year 6 in 
2009. 

“It’s quite difficult because it 
means there are changes every 
year, but the school is moving 


forward and we’re very 
positive about it.” 

Mobile accommodation will 
be created for some pupils until 
the opening of extra class¬ 
rooms in September 2009. 

But the county council has 
predicted there will be a 
shortage of primary places in 
the city by 2010, even with an 
intake of an extra 60 pupils per 
year at the Lantern instead of 
30. 

Some parents in Ely have 
already had problems finding 
places for their children at 
their nearest school. 

A council document explain¬ 
ed that if an extra 2,000 to 2,500 
homes in the city comes on top 
of the numbers already 
expected by 2021, “there will be 
a need for more schools in Ely”. 
Initial discussions will take 
place with schools this term. 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet 
member for service infra¬ 
structure at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “This is 
a major step on the road to 
providing first-class school 
provision for the rapidly 
growing number of primary 
age children living in the new 
housing which is being built in 
and around Ely.” 


Landlady missing for 
10 years declared dead 


A PUB landlady 
who disappeared 
from Ely more 
than 10 years ago 
has been officially 
declared dead. 
Debbie Steel, 37, 
went missing after 
she left the Royal 
Standard pub in 
Forehill, which 
she ran with her 
partner, Brian 
McDermott, in 
December 1997. 

A nationwide 
police search 
failed to find any 
clues about her 
disappearance. 
Kent-based 
solicitor Andrew 
Butler said he is 
now executing her 
will after she was 
officially declared 
dead.

Thieves drive courier 


firm out of business

A FLEDGLING courier 
firm has been driven 
out of business after 
thieves stole its delivery 
van. 

Bosses at Soham-based 
Careful Couriers have decided 
to wind up the business after 
thieves broke into their yard 
and stole their only van. 

The theft sent the com¬ 
pany’s insurance premiums 
and van hire payments soar¬ 
ing, forcing it to close. 

Gary Fairbairn, who 
founded Careful Couriers 
with business partner Claire 
Thrower in October 2006, said: 
“These thieves have probably 
never done a day’s work in 
their lives, but they’ve ripped 
the living soul out of two 
ordinary, decent and hard¬ 
working people. 

“I’m very angry that we will 
have to let down our loyal 
customers who have supp¬ 
orted us from the start. 

“All businesses in the 
transport industry are having 
a tough time because of 
higher diesel prices, so things 
have been tight. 

“But our customer base was 
growing and we expected to 
make a profit for the first 



time this year. All the time, 
money and effort that we’ve 
put in has now gone to 
waste thanks to these 
thieves. 

“Claire was actually in 
hospital looking after her 
severely disabled daughter 
when the theft happened. 
It’s an awful time for her 
already and now she finds 
her business is gone. 

“Nothing can replace the 
long hours we put into this 


business trying to make it a 
success. I’d like to see these 
criminals put their heart 
and soul into a project for 18 
months and see it destroyed. 
How would they feel?” 

Six other vehicles belong¬ 
ing to other firms were 
vandalised during the 
break-in at the courier’s 
headquarters in Mereside 
Industrial Park, in Soham, 
on the night of Thursday, 
February 21. 


Mr Fairbairn is now 
having to concentrate on 
building up his second 
business, which trains 
lorry drivers, forklift truck 
drivers and other emp¬ 
loyees in the haulage and 
warehouse industries.

Bird lovers rush 


to defend ducks

DRASTIC plans to stop 
ducks running wild in Ely 
are causing a flap among 
the city’s bird lovers. 

The Weekly News reported 
last week how council bosses 
want residents to report sight¬ 
ings of muscovy duck eggs to 
their park officers, who would 
oil them, killing the unborn 
chicks. 

It follows 100 complaints last 
year that the ducks have fouled 
footpaths, aggressively snatched 
food from pedestrians and 
almost caused road accidents by 
walking into the road. 

But the calls by Liz Knox, 
head of environment services 
with East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council, has driven Ely’s 
duck lovers quacking mad. 

The Weekly News has been 
flooded with letters, emails and 
phone calls from furious resi¬ 
dents, calling for an end to the 
bird-brained scheme. 

Ely resident Alison Arnold 
said: “If residents find it hard to 
cope with muscovies, either

move or be thankful they are not 
swans. 

“If certain individuals are 
moaning about the ducks, then 
they should be reminded it is 
they who are encroaching on the 
habitat of the ducks, geese and 
swans. 

“Muscovy ducks are not 
native to Ely or this country but 
nor are grey squirrels, pheas¬ 
ants or peacocks.” 

Long-time duck defender 
Eddie Holden, of Ely Road, 
Little Downham, dismissed 
claims the birds had almost 
caused road accidents. 

He said: “The ducks at Tesco 
use the zebra crossing anyway, 
so the motorist must stop. 

“Has anyone ever been attack¬ 


ed by one of these ducks? No. 

“I would like to give Liz Knox 
and her team two spoonfuls of 
this paraffin oil, just like mum 
gave me on Saturday nights. It 
might wake them up to the real 
world.” 

Kenneth Howard, of West 
End, Ely, wrote in support of the 
ducks, recalling the first time he 
saw them in Ely in the early 
1960s. 

He said: “People would come 
down to the Waterside just to 
look at these strange ducks.” 

Andrew Flatt, of High Barns, 
rang the Weekly News to protest 
against the oiling, saying: 
“These ducks are as much a part 
of Ely as the cathedral. 

“It’s a quirky unusual part of 
city life to see these ducks 
wandering about the streets.” 

But Liz Knox refused to back 
down, saying: “Because of the 
over population of muscovies, it 
is not giving other ducks the 
chance to thrive - we have to 
ensure a managed duck 
population by the river. 

“We don’t want to totally wipe 
out the muscovies but want to 
see a healthier variety of 
ducks.”

Clubman S is boost for Mini

I THE MINI COOPER S CLUBMAN ... fun, charming and practical. 


MINIS aren’t synonymous 
with space but the new Mini 
Cooper S Clubman has it by 
the boot-full. 

With an additional 80mm added 
to the wheelbase and an extra 100 
litres of space offered in the boot 
compared to the standard Mini, this 
distinctive estate can accommodate 
up to five passengers and their 
luggage in comfort and style - 
although, like Easyjet passengers, 
they would be limited to just one 
smallish item each. 

There are three models in the 
Clubman range, the Clubman, the 
diesel Clubman D and the cream of 
the crop - the Clubman Cooper S. 

As I drove the latter off the 
forecourt of Elms in Great Shelford, 
the engine dispensed a surprisingly 
gentle note for a car that reaches 
60mph in 7.6 seconds. And out on 
the main road the punchy, twin- 
scroll turbo-charger, 175bhp engine 
really comes alive. The manual six- 
speed transmission is fitted as 
standard across the range (a six- 
speed automatic is an option). And 
with that sixth position the gear 
shift indicator is a handy perk, 
informing you of the most 
economical gear to be in, thereby 


reducing emissions - and costs. 

Economy must have been high on 
the list when Mini created the 
Clubman as it also boasts an 
automatic start/stop function. This 
fuel-saving idea comes into play 
once you have covered five miles on 
an individual journey When the car 
is in neutral and the clutch is 
disengaged the engine will auto¬ 
matically switch off and then snap 
back to life when you put your foot 
back on the clutch. 

Released on to the market in 
November last year, the Mini 
brochure says: “Everything about 
the Mini Clubman will draw 
admiring glances everywhere it 
goes” and it’s right. In the Clubman 
I have more friends then I have on 
Facebook! 

With the Clubman, Mini has over 
come two of the most talked-about 


problems with the Mini - lack of 
passenger space in the back and 
limited boot space. Access to the 
now larger boot is very easy 
through the two, barn-style doors 
which are a fun feature, but the 
pillar where the split doors meet 
makes it very difficult to see out of 
the rear windows. The second 
worry concerns the addition of the 
distinctive club door. Located on the 
right hand side, this means than 
anyone getting in and out does so 


into the flow of traffic. 

However, I don’t think such 
quibbles would deter a Mini driver. 
The Clubman is fun to drive and 
what some may see as a mistake, a 
true member of the Mini club 
would see as distinctive and 
charming.
